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In the absence of SDS neither the peptide nor the protein showed any 
antitumor activity. Thus the detergent is probably necessary to form the correct 
geometrical shape for activity as described by Sloane and Davis Tumor Targeting 
(1996) 2, 322-326. The data utilizing P 16 as an antitumor agent against the 
human breast tumor cell line (MDA 231) are as follows: 
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
